WASHINGTON i/P)- The Arm y 
today issu ed a draft call for 23,000 
men in Janu ary . 
This is the same qu ota that has 
been in effect since last Ju ly al­ 
thou gh there has been mu ch talk 
in recent weeks of a stepped-u p 
draft call in 19 54. 
Secretary of Defense Wilson re­ 
cently said that his assistants were 
working on a long-range program 
abou t h> even off the monthly draft, 
said avoiding peaks and low points. 
The 23,000 call tor Janu ary , of­ 
ficials said today , indicates that 
the Pentagon is not y et ready to 
lau nch into its long-range draft 


In a lengthy article appearing in a recent issu e of the St. 
Lou is Labor T ribu ne--a newspaper pu blished by , for and abou t 
u nion members- that pu blication criticises The Daily Sikeston 
Standard declaring it is condu cting, to qu ote, an “Anti-Union 
Cru sade” and condemns this paper for its “anti-labor editorial.” 
'I he article in qu estion is printed verbatim elsewhere in this 
issu e and, ju st to set the record straight and clarify a few points 
The Standard has this to say : 
In the first place we are not anti-u nion, nor are we con­ 
du cting a cru sade against the u nions. The history of trade u n­ 
ionism u nder su ch leadership as that of Samu el Gompers has 
been the story of the emancipation of the working class from a 
position of, ¡11 many cases, near serfdom, to a position of com­ 
manding importance and dignity w here the leaders of the u nions 
have followed the precepts of the fou nders of trade u nionism. 
The Standard is, however, against the tactics u sed by or­ 
ganizers for variou s u nions who have operated, and are operat­ 
ing, in this city . 
It is the right of every citizen in these United States to 
affiliate with any organization he, or she, pleases and in this 
the u nions heartily concu r. In fact in the article in the Labor 
Tribu ne the law is qu oted that su pports this right. 
Bu t in this article only half of the law in qu estion was 
qu oted— the hall that intimated workers had the right to join 
a u nion. 
So let’s take a look at this Section 7 of the National Labor 
Relations Act (as amended in 19 47 as the Labor-Management 
Act) which the St. Lou is Labor Tribu ne qu otes. Here is the entire 
section, not ju st a part of it: 
“Section 7— “RIGHTS OF EMPLOYEES. Employ ees shall 
have the right to self-organization, to form, join or assist labor 
organization, to bargain collectively , throu gh representatives of 
their own choosing, and to engage in other concerted activities 
for the pu rpose of collective bargaining or other mu tu al aid or 
protection, and shall also have the right to refrain from any or 
all of su ch activity except to the extent that su ch right may be 
effected by an agreem ent requ iring m em bership in a labor o r­ 
ganization as a condition of employ ment as au thorized in Section 
A-3 of the Act.” 
The St. Lou is Labor Tribu ne also qu otes excerpts from 
Section 8 (.\i; 8(A)1 and 8(A)3 dealing with the prohibition of 
employ ers from interfering with their employ ees who might 
w ish to join a u nion or discharging them for it, etc. 
Bu t there’s another little section—Section 8-B -l-A which 
reads “It shall be an u nfair labor practice for a labor organiza­ 
tion, or its agent, to restrain or coerce employ ees in the exercise 
Ot the rights gu aranteed in Section 7 of the Act.” 
And in plain every day langu age here’s what all these 
sections referred to mean: 
A worker has the right to join, or u ot to join, a u nion 
organization (Section 7); 
The employ er cannot interfere with the employ ee’s joining 
a u nion,, lire him for joining or interfere with his u nion m em ­ 
bership in any m anner (Sections 8 (A), 8 ( A )1 and 8(A)3, and 
the u nion cannot force an employ ee to join the u nion 
8 (B) 1(A). 
Apparently the representatives of the variou s u nions who 
have come into Sikeston didn’t read that tar down in the Act 
for tht n argu ments for joining the u nion have invariably been 
cou pled with threats ot reprisal it the w orker being talked to 
didn't swallow the bait hook, line and sinker. 
And that is exactly what The Standard is against. 
It is felt that if there is a valid reason for the organization 
of workers in any place of bu siness there are logical reasons 
which cou ld bo presented to prove the u nion’s point and there 
wou ld be no need of threats to intimidate the worker or, as 
happened here, threats made to the w orker’s wife if her m an 
didn’t join the u nion. 
The St. Lou is Labor Tribu ne states Thp Standard was of­ 
fered .1 paid advertisem ent annou ncing “a pu blic meeting at 
which a u nion representative wou ld be present to answer any 
and all qu estions from the workers or any one else present a 
th<- meeting .** 
Ju st where? that bit of information came from is a real $64 
qu estion. No u nion representative ever offered to take ad space 
in 1 he Standard. 
Fact of the m atter is there wou ld have been no need to bu y 
advertising to annou nce a meeting. A meeting of working men 
and women, for any pu rpose, wou ld be news and wou ld have 
been printed tree ol charge. 
And fu rtherm ore The Standard is ready and willing, at any 
time, to print the proceedings of any pu blic meeting to which 
its representative is admitted and that goes for any meeting* 
the u nions may wish to hold for pu blic attendance. 
The practice, however, in the organization activity here 
has been for the organizers to call meetings restricted to those 
w horn they felt they cou ld persu ade to join their u nion and 
invariably those who attended have been cau tioned not to talk 
abou t what went on at the meetings or repeat what was said by 
the organizers. 
And The S tandard wonders why su ch secrecy is necessary 
if the organizers really have something worth while to offer.

They were tried in 
absentia. 
The cou rt acqu itted three Italian 
co-defendants. 
Ju dge 
Francesco Sighcr 
sen­ 
tenced ex-Lt. Aldo Icardi of Pitts­ 
bu rgh to life imprisonment. He

Dolce ol Rochester, N. Y., to 17 
y ears in prison. 
Since U. S. cou rts declined to 
extradite them, they cannot be 
forced to retu rn to Italy to serve 
the sentences. 
Witnesses 
and

laid 
most of the blame for the killing 
on Icardi althou gh Lo Dolce was 
accu sed of actu ally firing the shots 
which killed Holohan after an a t­ 
tempt to poison him failed. His 
body later was su nk in a lake 
in Northern Italy and recovered 
after the war. 
Testimony at the trial was that 
Holohan was slain becau se he re ­ 
fu sed to keep calling for arms 
drops to Commu nist Partisans in 
the region and that Icardi did so 
after the m ajor w as killed. There 
also was testimony that a consid­ 
erable amou nt of U. S. gold held 
by the mission was taken and has 
never been fou nd.

TRIESTE (/P>— P ro -Italian riot« 
ers a n d local police clashed again 
today in this dispu ted Adriatic 
port city . 
Police gunfire killed 
fou r persons before American and 
British troops, moving into the riot 
area with fixed bay onets, restored 
order. 
A hand grenade tossed from a 
milling mob of 10,000 exploded in 
the 
midst 
of 
Trieste’s 
B ritish- 
trained territorial police, wound­ 
ing two of them gravely . Uncon­ 
firmed reports said one had died. 
This wou ld bring the toll in tw o 
day s to seven dead and 28 to 30 
inju red. Two were killed and 18 
inju red y esterday . 


First Time Called 
It was the first time American 
troops had been called 
in to help 
qu ,ell the 
bitter demonstrations. 
British and American forces which 
occu py this city , 
hav e prev iously 
been 
posted 
merely as guards 
arou nd 
bu ildings where 
their 
personnel were working. 
In addition to the v iolence herd 
demonstrations 
flared 
in 
Rome 
and other Italian cities. Resent­ 
ment was expressed against the 
British and Americans. A crowd 
in Rome su rrou nded the U. S. Em­ 
bassy and shou ted “ assassins, as­ 
sassins.” Police broke up the crowd 
with tear gas and clu bs and ar­ 
rested scores. 
U. S. Ambassador Clare Boothe 
Lu ce conferred with Italian pre­ 
mier Giu seppe Pella. They retu rn­ 
ed to the embassy in time to see 
the dem onstrators 
seize a fire 
tru ck and tu rn hoses on police and 
toss tear gas bombs back. 
Ten thou sand demonstrated in 
Milan and marched on the British 
consu late, bu t were turned back 
by police. 
Rome 
dem onstrators

windows in the British embassy . 
The British and Americans an­ 
nou nced Oct. 8 that they intend­ 
ed to tu rn ov er administration of 
Zone A of the Trieste territory , 
inclu ding the city , to the Italians. 
Yu goslavia declared its troops 
wou ld m arch into Zone A the mo­ 
ment Italian military forces were 
sent in. Tension ov er Trieste, al­ 
way s a hot issue between Yu go­ 
slavia and Italy , heightened. 
10,000 Persons Involved 
Today ’s Trieste rioting, involv­ 
ing an estimated 10,000 persons, 
was the worst of the three day s 
in this city of predominantly Ital­ 
ian population. Pro-Italian feeling 
for return of the city to Italy had 
been stirred by Wednesday ’s cele­ 
brations of the anniv ersary of tho 
World War I armistice on the 
sou thern front. Italian troops had 
marched into the city on that day 
in 19 18 . 
An u neasy calm was restored to 
the city around noon bu t British 
and American troops and police 
were on the alert for any new 
ou tbreaks. 


Twice, last night, the motor of 
a light plane was heard over 
Sik­ 
eston—the last time abou t 11 p.m. 
—and it was thou ght possibly it 
was the missing forestry plane. 
The sou nd of the motor indi­

One result of 
this, the statisticians note, is a 
growing excess in the number of 
widows as compared with widow­ 
ers. 
Currently in the United States 
about 660,000 marriages are bro­ 
ken by death each year,. and in 
two thirds of these families the 
wife is the survivor. Fifty years 
ago the corresponding proportion 
was close to one half. 
The chances that a wife will 
outlive her husband, it is pointed 
out, depend essentially upon the 
difference in their ages. Where 
husband and wife are the same 
age, the chances that the wife 
will outlive her husband are 60 
in 100, but the chances rise to 
70 in 100 where the husband is 
five years older, and to almost 80 
in 100 if he is 10 years older. 
The statisticians state the medi­ 
an age at which wives enter wid­ 
owhood is about 56 years, and 
point out that most women still 
have many years of life before 
them after their husband dies. 
“Three quarters of the women 
who are widowed at age 50 will 
live 20 years longer,” the statistic­ 
ians observe, “and the same num ­ 
ber of years of life also remain 
for nine out of every ten wives

Rut there’s another little section—Section 8-B -l-A which 
reads "Ii shall be an unfair labor practice for a labor organiza­ 
tion, or its agent, to r strain or coerce employees in the exercise 
ot the rights guaranteed in Section 7 of the Act.” 
And in plain everyday language here’s what all these 
sections referred to mean: 
A worker has the right to join, or not to join, a union 
organization (Section 7); 
The employei cannot interfere with the employee’s joining 
a union,, lire him for joining or interfere with his union mem­ 
bership in any mannei (Sections 8(A), 8(A )! and 8(A)3, and 
the union cannot force an employee to join the union 8(B) 1(A). 
App irently the 
epresentativcs ol the various unions who 
have come into Sikeston didn’t read that far down in the Act 
for the n arguments for joining the- union have invariably been 
coupled with threats of reprisal if the worker being talked to 
didn't swallow the bait hook, line and sinker. 
And that is exactly what The Standard is against. 
It is telt that il there is a valid reason for the organization 
of workers in any place of business there are logical reasons 
vvhu i could be presented to prove the union’s point and there 
would be no need o! threats to intimidate the worker or, as 
happened here, threats made to the worker’s wife if her man 
didn’t join the union. 
The St. Louis Labor Tribune states Thp Standard was of­ 
fered ,1 paid advertisement announcing “a public meeting at 
which a union representative would be present to answer any 
and all questions from the workers or anyone else present a 
the meeting.” 
Just where that bit of information came from is a real $64 
question. No union representative ever offered to take ad space 
in The Standard. 
Fact of the m atter U there would have been no need to buy 
advert) ing to announce a meeting. A meeting of working men 
and women, for any purpose, would be news and would have 
been printed free of charge. 
And furtherm ore 1’he Standard is ready and willing, at any 
time,* to print the proceedings of any public meeting to which 
its representative is admitted and that goes for any meeting% 
the unions may wish to hold for public attendance. 
The practice, however, in the organization activity here 
has been for the organizers to call meetings restricted to those 
whom ’hey felt they could persuade to join their union and 
invariably those who attended have been cautioned not to talk 
about what went on at the meetings or repeat what was said by 
the organizers.

In a lengthy article appearing in a recent issue of the St. 
Louis Labor Tribune—a new spaper published by, for and about 
union mem bers—that publication criticises The Daily Sikeston 
Standard declaring it is conducting, to quote, an “Anti-Union 
C rusade” and condemns this paper for its “anti-labor editorial.” 
'I he article in question is printed verbatim elsew here in this 
issue and, just to set the record straight and clarify a few points 
The Standard has this to say: 
In the first place we are not anti-union, nor are we con­ 
ducting a crusade against the unions. The history of trade un­ 
ionism under 
s^ch leadership as that of Sam uel Gompers has 
been the story of the em ancipation of the working class from a 
position of, in m any cases, near serfdom , to a position of com­ 
m anding im portance and dignity w here the leaders of the unions 
have followed the precepts of the founders of trade unionism. 
The Standard is, however, against the tactics used by or­ 
ganizers for various unions who have operated, and are operat­ 
ing, in this city. 
It is the right of every citizen in these United States to 
affiliate with any organization he, or she, pleases and in this 
the unions heartily concur. In fact in the article in the Labor 
T ribune the law is quoted that supports this right. 
But in this article only half of the law in question was 
quoted-—the half that intim ated w orkers had the right to join 
a union. 
So let’s take a look at this Section 7 of the N ational Labor 
Relations Act (as amended in 1947 as the Labor'-M anagem ent 
Aet) which the St. Louis Labor T ribune quotes. Here is the entire 
section, not just a part of it: 
"Section 7—“RIGHTS OF EMPLOYEES. Employees shall 
have the right to self-organization, to form, join or assist labor 
organization, to bargain collectively, through representatives of 
th eir own choosing, and to engage in other concerted activities 
for ihe purpose of collective bargaining or other m utual aid or 
protection, and shall also have I ho right to refrain from any or 
all of such activity except to the extent that such right may be 
effected by an agreem ent requiring m em bership in a labor o r­ 
ganization as a condition of em ploym ent as authorized in Section 
A-3 of the Act." 
The St. Louis Labor Tribune also quotes excerpts from 
Section 8 (A ); 8 (A )I and 8(A )3 dealing w?ith the prohibition of 
em ployers from interfering with their em ployees who might 
w ish to join a union or discharging them for it, etc. 
But there’s another little section—Section 8-B -l-A which 
reads “ It shall be an unfair labor practice for a labor organiza­ 
tion, or its agent, to restrain or coerce em ployees in the exercise 
of the rights guaranteed in Section 7 of the Act.” 
And in plain everyday language here’s w hat all these 
sections referred to mean: 
A w orker has the right to join, or not to join, a union 
organization (Section 7); 
The em ployer cannot interfere with tho em ployee’s joining 
a union,, fire him for joining or interfere with his union m em ­ 
bership in any m anner (Sections 8 (A ), 8(A )I and 8(A )3, and 
the union cannot force an em ployee to join the union 8 (B) K A ). 
A pparently the representatives of the various unions w’ho 
have come into Sikeston didn’t read that far dow'n in the Aet 
for their argum ents for joining the union have invariably been 
coupled with threats of reprisal if the w orker being talked to 
didn't swallow the bait hook, line and sinker. 
And that is exactly what The Standard is against. 
It is felt th at ii there is a valid reason for the organization 
of workers in any place of business there are logical reasons 
which could be presented to prove the union’s point and there 
would be no need of threats to intim idate the w orker or, as 
happened here, threats made to the w orker’s wife if her m an 
didn't join the union. 
The St. Louis Labor T ribune states Th^> Standard w as of­ 
fe n d .I paid advertisem ent announcing "a public m eeting at 
which a union representative would be present to answ er any 
and all questions horn the w orkers or anyone else present at 
the m eeting.” 
Just w here that bit of inform ation came from is a real $64 
question. No union representative ever offered to take ad space 
in The Standard. 
Fact of the m atter is there would have been no need to buy 
advertising to announce a m eeting. A meeting of working men 
and women, for any purpose, would be news and would have 
been printed fret* of charge. 
And furtherm ore The Standard is ready and willing, at any 
time,* to print the proceedings of any public meeting to which 
its representative is adm itted and th at goes for any m eeting* 
the unions may wish to hold for public attendance. 
I lie practice, how ever, in the organization activity here 
has been for the organizers to call meetings restricted to those 
whom they felt they could persuade to join their union and 
invariably those who attended have been cautioned not to talk 
about w hat w ent on at the m eetings or repeat w hat was said by 
the organizers. 
And The Standard w onders why such secrecy is necessary 
it the organizers really have som ething worth while to offer.
